The sill of the basement window resis about 
two feet below the lawn level, and a space of 
about 2x3 feet has been excavated 
and walled up to lend increased 
facilities for air and light.

A piece of rusty gas-pipe lay there, looking -

The gas-pipe proved to be an improvised 
bomb, apparently of exceptional Strength and 
intended to accomplish no small work of de- 
struction when utilized.

One end was securely’ sealed, while 
protruding from the other was a slow fuse, 
made of a material much like bemp, which was

In this hemp, secured close 
to the mouth of the tube, were three common 
lucifer matches. The gas-pipe was quite heavy 
and was evidentiy well filled with expiosives. 

As soor as the family had recovered from 
their fright a policeman from the Cottage 
Grove Avenue Station was calledto the spot 
and presented with the contrivange, no one dis- 
puting his richt of possession.

Speech That Bears a Startling Resem- 
blance to a Kentuckian’s Eulogy of a Dead 
Congressman.

Radbourn, Stemmeyer and Buffinton have 
accomplished what no other club's trio of 
pitchers have done—each has disposed of an 
opposing nine for but one hit. 

Stemmeyer, the Boston pitcher, owes his 
effectiveness to the intimidation of batsmen. 
In two games in this city he hit five men and 
kept others jumping around the plate to keep 
out of reach of his closely pitched balls. 

One of the reasons given for Tim Keefe's 
effectiveness as a pitcher this season is that be 
pitches a slower bai) than many other pitcbers. 
And, as batsmen are in the habit of batting 
swiftly pitched balls, they can do nothing with 
a slow ball. and usually strike at it before it 
comes within reach.

PREVENTION, NOT PUNISHMENT, NEEDED. 

In discussing the reasons and remedies in 
the matter of defalcations and embezzlements 
by corporation officers, with particular refer- 
ence to the recent cases of Gray and Snell- 
ing, the Boston Advertiser takes the ground 
that the blame should not be visited upon the 
directors who are deceived, but on the indi- 
** viduals who have been false to their trusts.” 
In that connection the Advertiser says: 


Unthinking people talk as if directors cared 
but little when the mill is ruined or robbed, 
whereas they are the chief sufferers, and their 
care and attention are guaranteed by a large pe- 


cuniary interest. 
In pont of fact unthinking people have 


very little to say on the subject, and it is a 


mistake to suppose that the general disposi-. 
tion to attach culpability to the directors of 
defrauded and swindled corporations is that 
of unthinking persons. In nine cases out of 
ten it quickly becomes matter of common in- 
formation, when a bank or other corporation 
officer defaults or embezzles, that the di- 
rectors are the heaviest losers, and the public 
verdict naturally is that they should have 
taken better care of their property. This 


which really requires expert knowledge in a 
degree rarely possessed by many of 
such officers, but that they should 
have established a system of ac- 
counts adequate to the exigencies of 
business and to the unfortunately developed 
frailty of accounting officers. It means, in a 
word, that they should be governed by busi- 
ness principles and not by sentiment. Steal- 
ing, especially in the form of defalcations 
and embezzlements, will continue, in the face 
of all punitory laws, until the complete and 
universal reformation of humanity shall have 
been established by the advent of the mil- 
lennium, It is not punishment, but preven- 
tion, that is needed. Of course the utmost 
care is exercised and every precaution is. 
taken in the selection of a financial agent by 
the directors; but that does not determine 
their responsibility in fact any more than it 
does in law. In Massachusetts, for instance, 
there is a statute which commands manu- 
facturing corporations to file with the Sec- 
retary of State an exhaustive statement 
of their financial condition signed by the 
President, Treasurer, and at least a 
majority of the directors. But of what 
avail was that statute in the cases of Gray 
and Snelling? The statements were filed, 
signed as required by law, but doctored as 
required by the embezzlers, and, more tha n 
that, their correctness was sworn to not only 
by the rascals but by the Presidents and di- 
rectors as well, 

With all the advantage of the experience 
of the Government, and the railways, and the 
English system there is no excuse for banks 
and other corporations in this country con- 
tinually suffering at the hands of their finan- 
cial agents, ‘The objection of expense urged 
against any elaboration of the present system 
in vogue generally is a penny wise and 
pound foolish policy. In the two cases re- 
ferred to in Boston alone the loss amounts 
to more than $1,000,000. Who knows who 
will be the next defaulter detected? 

The suggestion that a law be enacted re- 

quiring a uniform system of bookkeeping in 
all manufacturing corporations, and supple- 
mented by a clause requiring the books to be 
open to certain commissions, does not meet 
the case at all. In the first place the prac- 
ticability of such a law would be very ques- 
tionable, and in the second place it is not a 
law of the State, but a reform of the cor- 
poration system, that is needed, The En- 
| glish system of semi-annual examination of 
accounts by disinterested experts, supple- 
mented by a distribution of accounting and 
financial responsibility within the company, 
would seem to be the most feasible plan. 
That preventive measures are needed is be- 
yond question, but reform must come from 
within, Practically the law can only punish, 
not prevent. 


ANARCHY AND INFIDELITY. 

The Rev. Dr. Blackwell contended in his 
sermon last Sunday that anarchy is the natu- 
ral offshoot of rationalism as taught by Hegel 
in Germany and Ingersoll in the United 
States, and in support of this assertion he 
cited the unquestioned fact that Nihilists, 
Anarchists, and social revolutionists are al- 
most invariably infidels and aim to overthrow 
both spiritual and temporal authority. Of 
course the reverend gentieman did not ad- 
vance the correlative proposition that all in- 
fideis are Anarchists, but he went so far as 
to declare that teachers of atheism were 
“deeper dyed in guilt” than the. seven as- 
sasins now under sentence in this city., be- 
cause by their assaults on God and sacred in- 
archist followers to gain a hearing for blood-

tender of anarchy on the other, the relations 


between infidel-and Socialistic doctrines are 
greatly confused. 

It is worthy of note that Anerehists who 
parade with banners calling for the over- 
throw of Christianity and the demolition of 
the churches are eager when arraigned at the 
bar of justice to compare themselves with 
the Savior. Such blasphemy calls for no 


refutation. Christ taught the broadest doc- | 


trines of Christian fellowship and community 
of interests, but it was a distinguishing feat- | 

of His career that He avoided all attacks 
9 or political institutions, and ex- 
plained that the kingdom He came to found 
was not of this world. Some of His dis- 
ciples could not rid themselves of the belief 
that the Kingdom of God was to be estab- 
lished in this world as a sort of civil govern- 
ment, and that they were to lead an uprising 
of the people against the existing political 
power, but Christ preserved the non-political 
character of His mission, and counseled His 
followers to render unto Cesar the things 
that are Czsar’s and unto God the things that 
are God's.“ He did not touch directly the 
governmental problems of the time nor deal 
with questions of civil or political right, but 
addressed Himself to the world solely as a 
spiritual teacher. It is monstrous blasphemy 
for dynamiters and bloodthirsty revolution- 
ists to claim Christ as their leader and them- 
selves as His disciples, though they do it only 
when within sight of the gallows. 

Christ’s example in drawing a line of dis- 
tinction between civil and spiritual authority 
has not been observed in the governments of 
Europe where the union of Church and State 
is so close that in many cases the rule of the 
one cannot be rejected without discarding 
the other, and henee the social revolutionists 
ot those countries are both law-defying and 
God-disowning. Since religious sentiments 
are always the last to be abandoned it might 
be argued with a good show of reason that 
anarchy leads to infidelity rather than that 
the order of causation is reversed. In a 
country having an established religion the 
rebel against civil authority must finally take 


the last step and array himself also against 


the church ; but can it be held that there is any 
such union between infidelity and anarchy in 
nations like the United States, where all the 
conditions are reversed? Where there is no 
union of Church and State why should any 
individual’s opinions in regard to the exist- 
ence or non-existence of the soul after death 
control his conduct in respect to the rights of 
property, the maintenance of civil authority, 
and the preservation of public order? Can it 
be affirmed, for instance, that any considera- 
ble number of the infidels to be found among 
the native-born population of this country 
show a marked predisposition toward 
anarchy or Socialism? It can hardly be ar- 
gue that in the absence of a union between 
Church and State opinions as to matters of 
civil and political right are necessarily de- 
pendent on religious views, and certainly an 
infidel might render unto Cesar the things 
that are Cœsar's although refusing obedi- 
ence to the remainder of the divine injune- 
tion, 


ALEXANDER’S ABDICATION. 
The story of the rise and fall of Alexander 


I., Prince of Bulgaria and Governor-General 
of Eastern Roumelia, is one of the most dra- 
matic phases the complicated Eastern ques- 
tion has ever developed, Less than a year 
ago, the 20th of September, 1885, the world 
was startled by the announcement that East- 
ern Roumelia had declared against Turkish 
authority, and that by a swift and brilliant 
coup @Wétat Alexander I. had proclaimed 
himself its ruler amidst the joyous acclama- 
tions of its people. The blow was struck 
without warning. Subtle Russian intrigue 
had accomplished the work of installing the 


young Prince of Bulgaria, as it has now se- 


cured his abdication. Russia believed that 
he would carry out Russian policy, but soon 
discovered her mistake. Meanwhile Turkey 
furiously protested and threatened war, as 
the Berlin treaty guaranteed her in protect- 
ing the province from invasion, The signa- 
tory Powers held her back and met to con- 
sider the situation. Before they had come 
to any decision the Servians marched into 
Bulgaria to get back a slice of their old terri- 
tory. Alexander met them on the frontier, 
and in a series of brilliant battles dreve them 
back and finally compelled them to sue for 
peace, though they largely outnumbered his 
own forces. The young ruler who had dis- 
played such signal abilities in the realm of 
politics and statesmanship was even more 
brilliant in the field, and his courage and 
dash provoked the admiration of the world. 
Meanwhile the dilatory diplomats, assem- 
bled in conference, each afraid of the other, 
at last came to a decision and reported to their 
Governments, anda circular was issued, 
signed by all of them except Russia, recog- 
nizing the complete union of Bulgaria and 
Eastern Roumelia. Already suspecting that 
she had placed a ruler in power whom she 
could not use, Russia made her agreement 
conditional upon the promise that he would 
agree to make his power subordinate to 
Russian policy. With the other Powers at 
his back, he declined. The next step in the 
game was the agreement of Turkey to make 
his rule permanent. It was the last obstacle 
she could place in the way of Russian prestige 
south of the Balkans. All the Powers but 
Russia sanctioned the agreement and gave 
their consent to his life-tenure of power. 
Biuffed at all points, Russia boldly played a 
desperate card and notified the Powers she 
would occupy Bulgaria unless Alexander's 
term as Governor-General of Eustern Rou- 


melia were limited to five years. It was a 


direct menace against the peace of Europe at 
a time when the Powers were not ready for 
such a struggle. They accepted the compro- 
mise, and Alexander was compelled to yield 
to the inevitable. 

The protocol to the above effect was 
signed only last April. Less than six months 
have intervened, and as suddenly as he se- 
cured the rule of that province Ke has abdi- 
cated it. There was not a day’s warning last 
September of the coup d'état. There was 
not a day’s warning of his abdication. The 
same subjects who hailed his accession with 
enthusiastic welcome, who received him with 
every indication of joy when he returned 
triumphant from his Servian campaign, 
hailed his departure with no less joyous ac- 
clamations. In this year’s game of diplo- 
macy Russia holds apparently the winning 
cards. Every member of the Provisional 


Government is a Russophile, and some 


of them are native Russians. Russian in- 


fluences, for the time at least, are uppermost, 


Tt is too early to calculate the effect of this 
sudden deposition upon the peace of Europe. 


If it be true that aaa upon at me 
recent meeting of the Austrian, German, and 
Russian Emperors, Alexander's position Is a 
hopeless one, in spite of English pro- 
tests or Turkish demands. If, as seems 
probable, his sacrifice was accepted as 
the price of peace, there will be peace, 
for the triple alliance is too strong 
to be defied. If it be thesingle act of Russia 
without the consent of Turkey, there will be 
war. In any event, how long can an arrange 
ment ot this kind, effected by broken treaties, 
violated agreements, and perfidy of the rank- 
est kind, endure? How long will England 
and Austria stand by and witness with com- 
placeney the steady advance of the Russian 
power south of the Balkans, threatening the 
territory which Austria covets on the one 
hand, and the control of Constantinople and 
dismemberment of Turkey on the other, 
which England cannot allow without nation- 
al disgrace? Whatever may be the outcome 
of this gigantic Russian conspiracy the whole 
world, will sympathize with the brave young 
Prince wro has been made its victim, and 
condemn the pusillanimity of his people, who 
have deserted him without a murmur at 
Russian bidding. 


MR. INGHAM’S CANDIDACY. 

The Ingham boom gathers strength day by 
day. The suggestion of his candidacy for 
the County Judgeship has been received with 
extraordinary enthusiasm by the best citizens 
and taxpayers of both parties. Prominent 
Democrats have freely expressed their satis- 
faction at the prospect of his nomination. 

One strong reason for this is to be found 
in the fact that Judge Prendergast has shown 
himself to be a Democratic Judge. In the 


relations of the County Judge to the admin- 


istration of the new Election law it might be 
difficult, perhaps, to find any man who would 
not be biased to a certain extent by his polit- 
ical sentiments, but at the same time it is 
possible for a Judge to occupy that position 
without bemg a partisan. Judge Prender- 
gast has shown that he cannot, He 
is first a Democrat and then a 
Judge, and his political preferences have 
more than once colored his decisions 
in matters pertaining to elections, and nota- 
bly to the Smith-Harrison contest, in which 
his partisan bias was grossly extrajudicial. 
Another reason for this opposition to him is 
to be found in his underhanded quest for 
objectionable Socialistic votes. It is an open 
secret that he has invited such votes and 
sought to secure them by keeping on the 
good side of Socialism, and that he has been 
in more or less open affiliation and upon 
terms of amity with Socialistic agitators 
masquerading under the guise of laboring 
men. It is needless to go beyond these two 
reasons to show that he is an eminently unfit 
man for a judicial position. 

The obverse of these two reasons is suf- 
ficient to convinee every good citizen why 
Mr. Ingham should be nominated and elected. 
Though a Republican by principle, he would 
not go upon the bench asa Republican. His 
professional trainmg, his legal ability and 
judicial qualities, as well as his unpartisan 
standing im the community, are sufficient 
warrant that he would occupy the bench as a 
Judge and not as a politician, and that he 
would administer its functions in the inter- 
ests of the whole people as well as of pure 
and honest elections. As to his ability to 
fill the position, no one can question it. As 
to his personal ana professional record, it 
stands without spot. What he thinks of 
Socialism is sufficiently apparent. I he impor- 
tant part which he played in convicting: the 
Anarchists, the zeal, sincerity, and enthusi- 
Dem which he manifested, and the eloquent 
appeal which he made in defense of law, of 
the authority of government, and of tlie 
rights of society, all point to him as the un- 
compromising opponent of the secret bands 
of anarchy. Should he be nominated, it is 
safe to say that he will not receive a single 
Socialistic, Anarthistic, or bomb-thrower’s 
yote. This of itself should be sufficient to 
commend him to every law-abiding and tax- 
paying citizen, whether Republican or Demo- 
erat. By the same token, the fact that Judge 
Prendergast will receive some or ull of this 
class of votes ought to be sufficient to con- 
demn him.

Loxrox, Aug. 28.—In the House of Com- 
mong tonight Sir Michael Hicks-Reach, Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, replying to Mr. Sexton.

Irishmen could not be 
blamed if they refused to submit tamely to 
such treatment, but he warned them that dis- 
orders would only serve as an excuse for re- 
sisting bome-rule aud would insure coercion. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach said it was the duty 
of the Government to restore order and ad- 
minister the Government in Treland with the 
law as they found it. Why, he asked, did not 
Sir William Harcourt move an amendment to 
the address instead of attempting to stab the 
Government behind ite back? If it was true 
that the Government had encouraged outrage 
and promoted disorder in Ireland they ought 
to beimpeacbed. The policy of the Govern- 
ment was a plain and sober one; it 
was to promote the social and material 
welfare of Ireland and to assist the Irish in 
obtaining rest from the ceaseless political at- 
tation to which they bad so long been subject- 
ed. ‘The Government, therefore, proposed to 
institute an inquiry into the development of 
the material resources of Irelana. Sir William 
Harcourts theory that the social disorders 
could not be treated with success uniess the 
causes were treated was of modern invention. 
He (tne speaker).could remember that Sir 
William Harcourt denounced the Land-League 
doctrine as a doctrine of assasination, and took 
an active part in the adoption of measures 
for the repression of the league without 
considering remedial measures. He (the speak- 
er) believed that the troubies in Belfast were 
due to the unfortunate proposals of the late 
Government. Were the disorders in Belfast 
and Kerry to be allowed to continue until the 
electorate changed their minds and returned a 
Pariiament piedged to Gladstone's poiicy? If 
not, why did Sir William Harcourt sneer at the 
present Government for tremg to do their 
duty—to suppress crime? Wherever the Gov- 
ernment should find the laws harsh or unjust 
they would remedy them. Sir William Har- 
court was afraid to attack the Government 
openly and move an amendment to the 
address, but he chalked the wall with 
the motto “No Rent” and then ran away.

Let men consult any book or nation in the world 
and they will not find one which does not say that 
the relations between England and Ireland under 
the union have been miserable for Ireland and 
dishonorable to England. If the country desires 
to redeem her bonor and enable her Parliament 
te attend to its pressing business of imperial 
legislation, the Irish question must be settled. 

It is stated that the Government has decided 
to appoint a commussion to inquire into the ex- 
penditures. of the principal departments of 
state, and that Mr. Chamberlain will probably 
be Chairman. The statement is also made 
that a small royal commission oa the currency 
question will be appointed, with Mr. Goschen 
as Chairman.

Parnell’s Amendment to the Reply to the 
Queen’s Speech. 

LONDON, Aug. 24.— Mr. Parnell's amendment 
to the address in repiy to the Queen’s speech 
is substantially as follows: 

We humbly assure your Majesty that we fear 
that, owing to the heavy fall in the prices of ag- 
ricultural produce, the greatest difficulty will be 
experienced durt the coming winter 
by Irish tenant farmers in the payment of 
the present rents. Man will be unable 
to pay, and numerous evictions and the confisca- 
tion of the rights vested in tenants by the Land 
act of 1381 will follow, causing widespread 
suffering and endangering the mainte- 
nance of social order. We deprecate any 
attempt to transfer the loss due to inability to 
pay rent from the owners of land to the tax- 
payers of Great Britain and Ireland by any ex- 
tension of State-assisted purchase on the basis 
of rents fixed when prices were higher than they 


ure now. 


Trouble in Belfast. 

Burst. Aug. 23.—This eveumg a detach- 
ment of police made an attempt to disperse a 
mob on Sbankhill. The mob beconting in- 
furiated threw volley after volley of stones at 
the policemen and routed them. The mob 
then completely wrecked the barracks, which 
were defended by twenty policemen.

BOGUS BUTTER CASES. 


Several Dealers Held to the Criminal Court 
for Palming Off Butterine and Oleomar- 
garine for Pure Dairy Butter.” 

A roll of alleged butter, wrapped in several 
layers of thick paper to hide the smell, and a 
tub tabeled **Fine Wisconsin Dairy Butter“ 
were in Justice Kistler's Court yesterday aft- 
ernoon, Joseph Zuckerman was charged with 
violating the State law for selling the former 
and F. A. Berry the latter. Harry T. Howe, 
Butter laspector, was the complainant and was 
represented by Samuel Sears. The defense 
was represented by Mr. Adolph Kraus. Mr. 
Kraus wanted the cases tried separately and 
by a jury. 
statmg that the defense was not entitled to 
one. He could prove that Zuckerman was 
fined once before for the same offense, and 
therefore his case would have to go to the 
grand jury. Mr. Kraus said he was legally eu- 
titled to a jury and if Justice Kistler would 
not issue a venire be would withdraw 
and make no defense. Justice Kistler held 
that be had no authority to issue a venire as 
he bad to consider the maximum punishment 
for the third offense, which was a penitentiary 
offense, and theretore beyond bis jurisdieuon. 
After nearly an hour's argument the case pro- 
ceeded and Kraus withdrew, saying he would 
make no detense and that the Justice would 
be responsibie for any further action. 

The first case oalted was that of F. A. Berry, 
No. 60 State street, dealer in provisions and 
groceries. Frank Tyler, a young man looking 
like a typical Granger, and living in Fernwood, 
took the stand and said that Aug. 9 be bought 
a pail of butter in Berry's place: He was pot 
told that de was buying butterive nor 


was the stuf labelled anything but 
„ Fine Wisconsin Dairy Butter.“ Here 
Mr. Kraus said: “If the court please, 


I am speaking now as a taxpayer and not the 
counse! of the defense; there is a provision in 
the Butteriue law that the State’s-Attorney 
must prosecute these cases Or delegate some 
one by letter todo so. Now, I would like to 
bave the gentieman for the defense show me 
such a letter. He bas no right whatever to 
prosecute this case. He continued in this 
way some time. When he finally finished, Mr. 
Sears drew from his breast pocket. a letter ana 
coldiy remarked; Inu anticipation that some 
such taxpayer would ask suck a foolish ques- 
tion I have here a letter which I will read to 
you.” It was a note from Mr. Grinnell telle 
nim to go abead with the case and that he was 
glad Mr. Sears had hold of it. Mr. Kraus again 
withdrew, and the next witness, Miss Viola 
Jones, a country schoo!ima’am, took the stand, 
corroborated Tyler, and added that the clerk 
warranted the butter to keep forsix weeks. 
Mr. Salomon, connected in the Anarchist case, 
cross-examined the witness as a citizen, not a 
lowyer. Harry T. Howe, Butter Inspector, took 
the stand. He was in the butter business for 
ten years previous to bis. appointment as But- 
ter Inspector. He examined the butter 
purchased by Tyler and Miss Jones and found 
it to be adulterated butter, more than half of 
it being oleomargarine. He took a sample to 
Mr. William Hoskins, a chemist. Mr. Hoskins 
followed Mr. Howe and said be was connected 
with the firm of G. A. Mariner & Co. He 
made an analysis of the sample given to him 
by Mr. Howe and found it to be a mixture of 
oleomargarine containing a little butter, cer- 
tainly over 50 per cent of ocleomargarine. The 
prosecution rested a minute and then the 
next case against Joseph Zuckerman of the 
“Star Grocery,” No. 370 State street. was 
called. Tyler was again put on the stand and 
said he bought a ral of butter at the store. 
Lawyer Kraus bere broke his word ana cross- 
examined the witness, and also cross-examined 
Miss Jones, who corroborated Tyler. There 
was a wordy quarrel between the two lawyers 
and the Justice, and Kraus came near being 


ned for contempt of court. During the cross-- 


examination and spat be quarreled with 
the witness, Miss Jones, and asked her to be 
seated. 

“I will not. I can stand if I Uke.“ 

Lawyer Sears—You can stand up unless the 
Judge telis you to sit down. 

Lawyer Kraus—Very well. Stand up if you 
like. I'll keep you standing up for an hour.

Zuckerman was prosecuted about five or six 
years ago on the same charge and Zuckerman 
was fined $50. Mr. Kraus denied this, and 
said a highar court had reversed the judg 
ment. 

Another case against Thomas Walker comes 
up before Justice Arndt at 10 o'clock this 
morning, and this will be followed by another 
case the day after,

ANOTHER TIE-UP ON THE BROADWAY

The Men Dissatisfied with the New Time 
Schedule and Determined to Stick Out 
for Their Demands —A Threaten 
Tumult Quelled Without Bloodshed— 
An Interesti ng Family Fight Over a 
Little Girl—Miscellaneous News Glean- 
ings, 

New Yoru, Aug. 23.—|Special.|—When the 
last car on the Broadway & Seventh Avenue 
Railroad was run into the stabie at Seventh 
avenue anc Fiftieth street early this morning 
drivers, conductors, hitchera, and stabiemen 
went into the street in a body. It was then 
publicly announced that a tie-up had been or- 
dered on three lines operated by the Broad way 
& Seventh Avenue Company. Superiatendent 
Newell, who went to the stable soon after 4 
o'clock, was told that the men refused to work 
under the new schedule of trips, which bad been 
posted to go into effect tomorrow. The éched- 
ule increased the number of trips to be made 
by each man without increase of pay and put 
a number of regular meu on the éxtra list. 
Mr. Newell said that he had no authority to 
change the schedule, the rearrangement hay- 
ing been ordered by the company. The men 
claimed that the new schedule was a direct 
violation of the agreement made between the 
company and the men last February, by 
which the number of working hours bad 
been limited to twelve aday. They refused to 
take out a car ubtii the old séhedule had been 
put back. Asa measure of compromise Mr. 
Newell said that he would run the cars on the 
old schedule for two days, or until a confer- 
ence could be held with the officers of the com- 
pany. The men refused to accept this offer, 
however, and remained on strike, They wanted 
& permanent arrangement. Mr. Newell then 
closei the stable and got together a small 
force of inspectors to take care of the horses. 

After this conference the men went over to 
Ninth avenue and Fifteenth street and held a 
meeting, which continued all day. At this 
meeting it was stated that the only grievance 
of the men was the cbange in the schedule. 

While the strikers were discussing the situa- 
tion at their headquarters, at Fiftieth street 
and Ninth avenue, Master Worknian Graham 
of District No. 75, K. of L., called upon Super- 
intendent Newell with a view of settling the 
trouble. Mr. Newell said that he could do 
nothing until President Thompson, who had 
been telegraphed for, had arrived. Mr. Thomp- 
son was expected in any moment. The long 
delay caused a great deal of uneasiness in the 
crowd of strikers lingering on the street cor- 
ners. The police at first tried to Keep the 


streets clear, but afterward gave it up as use- / 


less. 

At Z o'clock James Monroe, who had worked 
as a conductor on the Third Avenue Surface 
Road during the recent strike, went over to 
the Broadway stables to look for work. At 
the corner of Fiftieth street and Seventh av- 
enue he was recognized and set upon by a 
crowd of strikers and their friends. Just as 
he was on the point of being bruised beyond 
recognition the police reached him through 
the crowd. Twoof his assailants were arrest- 
ed. When the policemen started to the 
station-house with them they were sur- 
rounded by a crowd of about 
angry men. When ‘they reached 
Broadway a rush was made by the crowd. A 
brick went hurtling down about the officers’ 
ears. In a moment it seemed as though the 
Grand street riots were to be repeated. The 
police went through with a rush, however, and 
reached the station-nouse in safety. All the 
reserves from the station-bouse were called 
out to keep order, but no further riotous 
demonstration was made. 

No progress was made durmg the afternoon 
toward a settlement of the strike. Superin- 
tendent Newell gave out the announcement 
that President Thompson would arrive in the 
city at T o'clock. When asked the reason for 
making the change in the schedule he said 
that the company could not afford to run un- 
der the old schedule. The men, be claimed, 
could easily make six trips a day on Broadway 
and have an hour for dinner, all in twelve 
hours. 

New YorK, Aug. 24—2:30 a. m.—\(Special.}|— 
Many of the EKighth avenue men were grum- 
bling because their wages had been reduced 
from $2 to $1.50 a day. They Were talkme 
about a tie-up. A committee was sent to see 
President G. Hilton Scribner of the Belt Line, 
with instructions to get a definit answer from 
bim before sundown. The committee say be 
ts forcing men to work fourteen hours a day, 
discbarging others without cause, and reducing 
wages. They, too, talked of a tie-up. : 

The Belt Line empioyés met shortly afte 
midnight. The committee reported that they 
obtained no satisfaction from the company 
and that there was no prospect of having their 
grievances remedied. The feasibility of 


tying up the road in the morning 
was discussed. At midnight the. men 
seemed to be almost unanimous in 


favor of a tie-up. About 9:30 James P. Gra- 
bam, Andrew D. Best, and Joseph Downing of 
the Executive Board called upon President 
Thompson of the Broadway Road, who had 
just come from Saratoga. board said they 
came to see what he intended todo. He said: 
„The men are working only nine boursa day 
instead of eleven as they should. We do not ask 
them to work over twelve hours, but insist 
that they shall work twelve bours. We know 
the six trips can be made within tweive hours. 
I propose that the men try the new table. If 
they can’t make the six trips within twelve 
hours Tl readjust the table, or if they work 
over time I’m willing to give them extra pay.“ 

At 12:30 the meeting adjourned, alter decid- 
ing not to accept the company’s offer. The 
Belt Line employés held a secret session last 
night, and at 2a. m. were still in session. The 
probability is, so an employé said, that the 
Belt Line will be tied up this morning. 

President Thompson of the Broadway Road 
said to a reporter: If the men reject our 
terms we shall proceed to fill their places. We 
wil: have no trouble in doing that. They 
should have consulted us before striking.”

A Site Purchased for the Proposed Ap- 
| praiser’s Store. 

The Treasury Department has bought the 
lot on the northwest corner of Sherman and 
Harrison streets for the proposed Appraiser’ s 
stores, The lot (or rather two lots) is 094x125 
feet. One was sold to the Government by 
Matson Hill, representing the owner. The 
other was a lot bought by the Chicago & Great 
Western Railroad to offer in part payment for 
the old bridewell lot, which it finally beugnt 
outright: from the Government. The lots 
together fulfil, all the conditions of location 
and size,and the price paid was $70,000. The 
bridewell lot was sold for $205,000, which leaves 
a balance of $135,000 with which to build the 
pew stores. 

A Wife Witnesses Her Husband’s Awful 
Death. 

Yesterday morning at 8 o'clock a colored 
woman went into the Harrison Street Station 
and asked the assistance of the police in find- 
ing her busband. She said he was a white 
man, and that they were from San Francisco 
on their way to New York. The woman said 
she left her husband at the Polk Street Depot 
an hour before, and was told to return and 
look for him. Sue went back and stood upon 
the platform, whben a train of passenger coaches 
backed slowly in. On the steps of the platiorm 
of the rear car stood a man whom the woman 
did not see. As the train backed down the 
man swung out, and, striking against one of 
the iron posts that support the roof, was 
huried under the train. His body was fear- 
fully mangled. As the remains were being 
carried out of the depot the woman noticed 
that the dead man bad slippers on his feet ana 
she followed the corpse to the morgue. There 
she found that it was ber husband. but how 
be came to be riding on the train could not be 
accounted for. The body was that of Otto 
Moncacaca. 


Meeting of the West Park Board of Com- 
missioners. 

At the West Park Board meeting yesterday 
afternoon a communication was received from 
a number of West Side citizens, including John 
M. Smyth, Daniel Shelby, and George Middle- 
ton, asking the use of Douglas boulevard from 
Madison street to Douglas Park for the pur 
pose of speeding their horses at such times 
and under such restrictions as tne board may 
impose. A motion to allow one afternoon a 
week for that purpose was made, but finally 
the whole matter was referred to the Improve- 
ment Committee. The objecnon to allowing 
this use of Douglas boulevard is that there are 
no parallel streets that more sedate drivers 
could use while the boulevard is being used as 
a race-track. The Improvement Committee 
reported a resoiution stating that it was the ( 
sense Of the board to accept Ashland avenue, 
Twelfth street, and Ogden avenue for boule 
vard purposes when they were turned over to 
the board by the city, providing the abutting 
property-owners would bear the expense of 
improving and maintaining them. 


INHUMANITY TO CHINAMEN. 


The Brutal Treatment Accorded the Celes- 
tial Miners Who Were Expelled from 
Dougias Island and Juneau City, Alaska. 
Mr. J. B. Hammond, an engineer and con- 

tractor of this city, has just returned home 
and gives a doleful account of the recent ex- 
pulson of Chinese miners from Douglas Island 
and Juneau City, Alaska. He also recites the 
words of ex-Gov. Hoadly of Onio, Bishop. 
Warren of Colorado, Dr. Haven of Chicago, 
Chief-Justice Waite, and others who were in 
Alaska about the time, and all of whom de- 
nounced in the most bitter terms the inbu- 
manity and barbarity that by intimidation and 
force compelled the defenseless heathen to 
quit their labors and risk their lives in small 
and unseaworthy boats for the long voyage 
down the coast to Fort Wrangel. 

The facts ar@ stated to be that 100 armed 
men visited the Treadwell Mine on * 
Island and ordered the Chinese to lea 
threatening them in unmistakable langu 
with death if they remained. Somewhat to the 
astonishment of ir employers the Chinamen 
exp a readiness to stay and fight, but, 
being unarmed and a general massacre being 
almost certain to follow any resistance on 
their part, it was reluctantly admitted that the 
only thing for them to do was to leave. Some 
. efforts were made through the United States 
Marshal to secure protection for them, 

too late. The Chinese were 
marched in a body from the mines, 

taken in skiffs to Juneau, and then packed on 
board two small schooners. There were eighty- 
seven of them in all and they so crowded the 
boats that there was not even room for them 
to lie down. To add to the brutality of the 
expuision they were given nothing to shelter 
them from the inclement weather, and bareiy 
rice enough to keep them from starving on 
their four weeks’ trip along the coast. Mr. 
Hammond was an eye-witness to the expulsion 
and denounces it as a most cowardly and in- 
buman proceeding. The Chinamen, he says, 
were not to blame for being there, having gone 
to work under a contract made in San Fran- 
cisco at a time when it was impossible to get 
white labor to go to Alaska. Asitis now, he 
says, the mine-owners will have to indemnity 
the Chinese and the owners will, in turn, de- 
mand indemnity from the Government.

THE SILVER MINES. 


Effect of the Low Price of That Metal— 
The Proposed Smeiting Works to Be Es- 
tablished Here. ‘ 

Ex-Senator N. P. Hill of Colorado was at the~ 
Grand Pacific yesterday. He is in the city 
with a view of buying ground for the erection 
of a mammoth smelting plant. but as yet is un- 
certain whether actual work will be commenced 
this year on the buildings. In conversation he 
gaid that efforts were bemg made to have the 
railroads offer a low rate on the transportation 
of ores from Montana, Idaho, New and Old 
Mexico, and other points in the Nortbwest and 
Southwest, and was of tne opinion that as soon 
as a concession in this direction was made 
the work of lay the foundation for the 
smelting works would be commenced, as the 
selection of a site could be determined within 
a few days, especially as the ground has been 
looked over before. 

When asked about. the effect the low 
price of silver would have on the annual prod- 
uct of the precious metals this year in Color- 
ado, be was inclined to the belief that the out- 
put would not sbow a material falling off, and 
thought it would approximate the product for 
the year 1885, when it was iu the neighbDor- 
hood of $25,000,000- gold, silver, copper, and 
lead. 

In reply to the question. Will not the low 
price of silver stimulate the development of 
Colorado’s gold properties? be said be thought 
that it would, but did not think the product of 
that metal would show much of an increase 
this year, although the effect would be seen 
later on. He said the San Juan—the south- 
west corner, com prising the counties 
of San Juan, Ouray. Hinsdale, La 
Plata, and Doiores—portion of the State 
was shipping more ore than for a number of 
years past, and that there was a general inter- 
est being manifested among mining men in 
that section. The country around Aspen also 
was receiving some attention, and the comple- 
tion of the railroad to that mining camp would 
stimulate the industry throughout that portion 
of the State. The reports from Butte, Mont., 
were rather discouraging, because so many of 
the mines there were being operated on such 
close margins that the depreciation in silver 


a number of operators contewpiated closing 
‘down unless silver recovered somewbat. The 
advance in lead during the last year bad en- 
abled a large number of the Leadville mines 
to continue operauons, and in fact. had 
been the chjef stay of the mining interests in 
Colorado, where so many properties were lead 
and silver producers, beavy ia the former and 
light in the latter metal. The fall in the price 
ot Silver had come out of the pockets of the 
miners, as ore-buyers always paid a certain 
per cent on the value of the ore; in fact, could 
not afford to buy any other way. 

As regards building irrigauon ditches, be 
said more progress bad been made this year 
than atany time in the history of the Stata, 
and that large quantities of arid iand were be- 
ing reciaimed and put under cultivation—irri- 
gation bem the one thing that made it possi- 
bie. 


CUNGRESSMAN LAWLER 


Selecting Candidates to Try for the An- 
napolis Appointment—Denying a Rumor. 
Congressman Frank Lawier, who has been 

exercising himself in behalf of applicants in 
his district for admission to the Naval Acad- 
emy at Annapolis, was visited by a TRIBUNE 
reporter last evening, to whom he gave, in 
substance, the results of his operations up to 
date. 

The Congressman does not wish the public 
to receive the erroneous though natural im- 
pression that be is conducting the educational 
examination of the youngsters who aspire to 
naval bonors. He simply receives the appli- 
cant, satisfies himself that he lives in the dis- 
trict, is respectable, and has reached a grade 
of studies that will admit him to the examina- 
tion board.

THE SCHOONER NEWSBOY DRIVEN 
ASHORE NEAR PRESQUE ISLE. 


A Tug and Steam-Pump Have Gone to 
Rescue Her—She Is Laden with Oats 
from Chicago—Capt. Butlin Tells What 
It Costs to Crowd Steamboats—The Gi- 
braltar’s Wheat Cargo Damaged—No 
Change in Grain Freights—Capt. Coch- 
rane Recovering—Vessel Movements. 

Capt. Trumbell, master and owner of the 
schr Newsboy, sent a dispatch yesterday 
stating that bis vessel is ashore at Presque 
Isle, Lake Huron. The Newsboy left here for 
Sarnia last Thursday. Her cargo, consisting 
of 35,000 bushels of oats, is fully insured. The 
vessel is valued at $12,500 ana is insured for 
$8,000. 

ALPENA, Mich., Aug. 23,—[Special.|—Last 
night durmg a heavy blow from the north- 
ward the schr Newsboy, grain-laden from Chi- 
cago to Sarnia, was driven ashore at Black's 
Point, three miles above Presque Isle Light- 
house. She is reported leaking, but her exact 
condition cannot be ascertained tonight. The 
tug John Martin with a steam-pump has gone 
to ber assistance. The vessel will probably be 
saved, although she ie exposed to the brisk 
northerly wind now blowing. 


Cost of Crowding Steamboats. 

Capt. Butlin, President of the Goodrich 
Transportation Company, probably knows as 
much about a steamboat as any man living. 
His experience dates back more than a halt- 
century, and it 1s said of bim that if he were 
cast away on an isiand where there were tim- 
ber and iron he could, with the aid of a few 
savages, build a steamboat that would be fit to 
make a trip around the world. Yesterday he 
was speaking of the great speed in steamboats, 
Some one remarked that he could not under- 


stand why passenger boats could not be bullt 


on the lakes that would run twenty miles an 
hour. Capt. Butlin replied that it was an easy 


matter to build such boats, but the difficulty 
was in finding any sensibie business-man who 
was willing to squander his money on them. 
After many years of practical experience in 
steamboating, the Captain said, he bad learned 
that the most profitable boats to their owners 
were those that ran at a moderate rate of 
speed. Fifteen miles an hour was about the 
limit for a passenger boat. Every additionat 
mile the boat was crowded lessened ber value 
as amoney-maker. Then he related his expe- 
rience with the sidewheel stmr City of M iwau- 
kee. This boat was built for the Goodrich Line in 
1880 at a cost of $200,000. She is the finest pas- 
senger steamer on the lakes. and was designed 


é expressly for the Milwaukee and Grand Haven 


route, running in connection with the Detroit, 
Grand Haven & Milwaukee Kailroud. The rail- 
road company wanted the steamer to make fast 
time, as it would advertise their road. Ac 
cordingiy the boat was crowded to her utmost 
limit, and they succeeded in squeezing eightven 
miles an hour out of ber. In order to get this 
speed it was necessary to employ eight firemen 
and four slab-passers, all of whom were kept 
steadily at work feeding the fires. Each round 
trip, a distance of 166 miles, the steamer con- 
sumed seventy-three cords of slabs. As an 
experiment the speed was cut down to sixteen 
miles an hour. This reduced the consumption 
of fuel to forty-two cords of slabs, proving 
that 42 per cent of the costof making steam 
was expended in the extra two miles per bour. 


A Damaged Grain Cargo. 

Word reache i here yesterday that the barge 
Gibralter had sprung a bad leak on the down 
trip, greatly damaging ber cargo. No particu- 
lars were given. The Gibralter left bere about 
a week ago in tow of the stmr Clinton, wheat- 
laden for Kingston. Her cargo was shipped 
py William Dunn & Co. and is fully insured. 
Before loadimg the barge lay in the harbor for 
two weeks, her agent experiencing great diffi- 
culty in obtaining a cargo for her. As her 
sides were exposed to the scorching rays of 
the sun during this time it is little wonder that 
some of ber butts opened up and let the water 
in, particularity when it is considered that the 
barge is now 83 years old. 


Freights and Charters. 

An advancing wheat market bad a strong 
tendency to curtail shipments. For that 
reason vesselmen were unable to secure high- 
er rates for carrying. The demand for ton- 
nage, however, was sufficient to exhaust the 
available supply. Rates remained unchanged 
at 8% cents for wheat and 3 cents for corn to 
Buffalo, and 2 cents for corn to Georgian Bay.

CHRISTIAN MISSIONS, 


The Expansion of the English Tongue and 
of Christianity. 


English Quarterty Review: It is exactly a 


bundred years since the modern missionary 
euterprise took its rise. For a considerable 
period before that all Christian churches were 
as stagnant as they well could be, as far as 
any aggressive movements for the propagation 
of Christianity among heathen peoples were 
concerned, The most that was thought of was 
to have Christianity hold the ground it had 
already secured. Anything veyond that was 
either not dreamed of at all or was set down 
to wild, unreasoning enthusiasm. In 1786 there 
was not a single missionary from Great Britain 
labormg in any part of the beathen world. 
There are now 20 Church of England Formgn 
Missionary Societies, with an aggregate in- 
come, according to the latest returns, of £531,- 
918, or $2,659,590. Of English mixed societies, 
supported by different denominations, there 
are 12, with an aggregate income of £288,850, 
or $1,444,250. Of Englist Nonconformist so- 
cieties there are 11. with an aggregate income 
of £253,770, or $1,268,850. Of Scotch. Irish, 

and Colonia! societies there are 16, with an in- 
come of £242,260, or $1,211,300. This makes a 
total for the British Empire of 59 societies or- 
ganized for and exclusively engaged in foreign 
mission work—with an aggregate income of 
£1,316, 798, or $6,583,990. : 

On the Continent of Europe there are thirty- 
five similar missionary organizations with an 
aggregate income of £193,553, or $967,765. 

In the United States of America there are 
thirty-three societies with an uggregate in- 
come of £606,450, or $8,082,250. 

In addition to all these there are twenty 
small organizations with a united income of 
£26,000, or $130, 000. 

According to this, then, we have in all 146 
missionary societies with a total income of 
£2,142,801, or $10,714,005. 

Such are the foreign missionary societies 
and incomes of Protestant Christendom. What 
may be the staff employed and the number of 
native Christians in charge? 

The following estimate is only approximate, 
but it is as nearly correct as it can be made:

It is difficult to arrive at a correct estimate 
of the missionary income and operations of 
the Latin and Greek Churches. The Roman 
Cathone Church, ignoring ali Others, reckons 
all its operations in countries not formally 
Catholic, as among the heathen. It is not 
thought that the missionary income proper of 
these two churches exceeds £500,000. In India 
alone there are twenty-six Roman Catholic 
Bishops, 1,222 priests, and 1,680 schools, while 
among the Chinese there are forty-seven 
Bishops, 746 European mussionaries, 649 native 
priests, forty colleges, and sixteen monas- 
teries. 

It is to be remembered that the great expan- 
sion of modern Protestant missions has taken 
place chiefly within the last fifty years. Oper- 
ations are now conducted on a large and sys 
tematized plan. Africa, for instance, with its 
200 millions of inhabitants and 600 languages 
has nearly forty societies in active work, each 
in its own fleid. The Bible is now printed and 
circulated in 267 languages. The work of 
women in the mission field is becoming every 
year more extensive and important. There 
are at least 2,400 female missionaries connected 
with the Protestant societies, and m addition 
ali the varied missionary sisterhoods of the 
Roman Catholic Church. 

The Medical Mission work is also every year 
growing in extent and value. Medical mis- 
sionaries are found to be the most effective 
and most generally acceptable. 

It is well aiso to notice the number of native 
agents now successfully engaged in the great 
propagandist work. In all. 29,170. 

Taking the entire population of the globe, as 
the most recent and most accurate calculators 
give it, at 1,430 millions, we have of these 430 
millions to be reckoned as Christian and 1,000 
millions as non-Christian. Of the latter there 
are. 820 millions of heathens, 172 millions 
of Mohammedans, and eight millions of Jews. 
At the present rate of Christian increase, 
when, it is often asked, will the world be alto- 
gether Christianized? In not so long atime as 
is often imagined.’ According to the calcuia- 
tions of Gibbon, which have been lately as- 
sented to by Bishop Lightfoot as approxi- 
mately correct, in A, D. 250 Christians were to 
non-Christians as 1 to 149. In A. D. 1786 the 
proportion bad come to be 1 to about 8 4-7. 
In A. D. 1886 it had risen to 1 against 2. 

The most progressive, enlightened, and pro- 
lific races of the present day are ull Christian. 
The expansion of the English-speaking race is 
everywhere equivalent to a permanent expan- 
sion of Christendom. A hundred years ago 
the Anglican Church bad not a single Bishop 
beyond the British seas. Now it has seventy- 
seven, not ebunting coadjuctors. So it is with 
all other denominations. Everywhere, wher- 
ever the British flag flies, the process of church 
building, of arranging scboo!l sections, of or- 
daining Christian pastors, is going continually 
on.

Ruskin: I for one would fain join in the 
cadence of hammer-strokes that should beat 
swords into plowshares, and that this cannot 
be is not the fault of us men. It is the fault 
of woman. Whoily hers. Oniy by your com-

And tne real reason for all 
the poverty, misery, and rage of battle 
throughout Europe is. simply that you 


women, however good, however religious, 


however self-sacrificing for those whom you 
lowe, are too selfish and too thoughtless to 
take pains for any creature out of your own 
immediate circles, You fancy that you are 
sorry for the pains of others. Now, I just tell 
you this, that it the usual course of war, instead 
of unroofing peasants’ houses and ravaging 
peasants’ feldes merely broke the china 
upon your own drawing-room tables, no war in 
civilized countries would last a week. I tell 
you more, that at whatever moment you 
choose to put a period to war, you could do it 
with less trouble than you take any day to go 
out to dinner. You know, or at least you 
might know if you would think, that every 
battle you bear of has made many widows and 
orphans. We have none of us heart enough 
truly to mourn with them. But at least we 
might put on the outer symbols of mourning 
with these. Let but every Christian lady who 
has conscience toward God vow that sue will 
mourn, at least outwardly, for his killed 
creatures. Your praying is useless, and your 
churcb-going mere mockery of God, if you 
have not plain obedience enough in you for 
this. Let every lady in the upper class of 
civilized Europe simply vow that while any 
ernel war proceeds she will wear biack—a 
mute black—with no jewel, no ornament, no 
excuse for, or evasion into, prettiness, I teil 
you again, no war would last a week.

At the meeting of Section D the Vice-Presi- 
dent, Mr. O. Chanate of Kansas City, delivered 
an address on “Scientific Invention.” He al- 
Iuded to the enlarged scope given to this sec- 
tion last year so us to cause it to embrace the 
whole ot mechanical science and engraving, 
and the new fields thus opened to the activity 
of the association. He calied attention to the 
Tact that the faculty of observing new facts, 
combinations, or laws was distinct from the 
constructive faculty. One set of minds made 
scientific discoveries and another set devel- 
‘oped them into practical inventions, the latter 
process bemg sometimes very slow. expensive, 

and disappointing. This he illustrated by the 
history of the graduai evolution of the steam-

I notice in today’s TRIBUNE an article from 
a correspondent from Duiuth headed “Robbing 
the Farmer, in which it is stated that an -as- 
sociation called the ‘** Grain-Dealers’ Associa- 
tion bas resolved to allow for loss in grades 
and fluctuations in the market three cents per 
bushel on wheat, and advises farmers to 
stamp out the Grain-Dealers’ Association by 
having nothing to do with it. Didit occur to 
the writer of the article signed C. E. F.“ that a 
grain-dealer pays for a great deal more wheat 
than be sells; that the shrinkage in blowing 
and screening is very beavy, amounting to 
from I to s and even 10 per cent: that often 
the inspection is decided to be too low, and 
wheat that bad been grading No. 2 is graded 
No. 3, making a loss of from five to 10 cents a 
bushel to the shipper? The experience of 
more than twenty yesers in buying and ship- 
ping grain warrants the opinion that a margin 
of three cents per bushel to cover shrinkage, 
loss of grades, and cost of handling wheat is 
less than one cent per busbei for handling oats 
or coro or any grain not requiring skilled labor 
and expensive machinery to handle.

J. G. BLAINE AT HOME. 


AN INTERESTING SKETCH OF “THE 
GREAT REPUBLICAN LEADER. 


“A Citizen of the United States, Without 
Office or Kesponsibilities ’"—His Present 
Occupation and His Plans for the Fut 
ure—Will He Be a Candidate for the 
Presidency in 1888?—His Views of the 
Administration and Its Foreign Policy— 
Political Prospects—The Next Congress. 

T. ©. Crawford in New York World: Mr. 

Blaine’s year of retirement and rest bas re- 

newed his youth. The last time I saw him was 

just before his leaving Washington in June 

1885. He came to Washington soon after the 

election and remained there during the winter. 

In June of that year he went to Augusta. He 

has been out of Maine only once or twice since, 

and then for the purpose of consulting with 
bis Connecticut publishers. He came forward 
to meet me yesterdr.y with the energy and 
alacrity of his best days. The quiet days at 
Augusta, the reposeful life of a literary student, 
bave swept from his face every sign of nervous 
care or annoyance. His color is as clear and 
pink as that of a young boy. His eyes are 
bricht with the light of high heaith and con- 
tentment. During the talk that I had with 
him in the morning he occasionally would 
change bis position and walk up and down as 
if the superfluous energy of bis phys- 
ical vigor required action. He was 
dressed in a suit of dark- gray Scotch 
tweed. His white linen was ornamented with 
plain gold buttons. I mention the color of 
the linen because nearly every man, old or 
young, grave or gay, at Bar Harbor wears 
striped or fancy flannel shirts. His high white 
collar was encircled by a plain black silk band. 
Mr. Biaine’s beard and mustache are now 


nearly snow-white. His hair is also white, 


with soft gray tones through it. But the 
freshness of his color, tne alertness of his look, 
and the vigor of his fine physique take away 
any idea of age that would be suggested by 
the whiteness of his beard and hair. He does 
not look a day older than his real age—55 
years. Mr. Blaine bas not done any literary 
work since he finished his second volume of 
bis “Twenty Years of Congress.” That book 
was finished last winter. Since that time he 
hae been simply resting, reading the news- 
papers and visiting with his friends. He does 
not intend to write any more books at 
present. The life of a subscription 
book extends through an average 
period of six years. Contrary to rumor, 
Mr. Biaine has no new book in hand, though 
his Maine friends believe he will begin one 
next year. His history bas bad a very extend- 
ed sale throughout the country. From his 
friends I bave learned that the number already 
sold runs Deyond the publisners’ anticipations. 
Mr. Blaine receives 80 cents a volume from his 
publishers. The history will net him a snug 
tortune. 

Ihave had several conversations with Mr. 
Biaine since coming to Bar Harbor. He has 
talked freely upon current topics, but bas care- 
fully avoided all personalities. He appears to 
be in the best of spirits and temper. From 
Mr. Blaine personally 1 learned yesterday 
something which will interest ail the politicians 
of the country. He intends to take part in the 
Maine campaign, and will make from twelve 
to fifteen speeches. The first speech will be 
made at Lake Sebago, near Portland, the 23d 
of this month. It bas been said 
that he would make the opening 
speech of the campaign, but it is not 
known that he intends to take a general and 
active part in it. Mr. Biaine said yesterday on 
this subject: ‘I shall merely do what I have 
done in the past in campaigns in this State. I 
bave always taken an active part and interest 
in them. I know no reason why I should sit 
silent now. lam a citizenof the United States, 
without office or responsibilities. There is 
nothing to fetter me in my way.“ 

Mr. Blaine was asked what he thought would 
be the issues of the coming campaign. He 
said: I think the fignt will be made upon 
the old lines of 1884. The parties are now 
more closely united for and against the pro- 
tective tariff system than ever before.“ 

I should infer from what Mr. Biaine said that 
he does not approve the foreign policy of the 
Admunistration, including the question of the 
fisheries, thongh be regards the latter as more 
especially interesting to New England than to 
the country at large. 

A gentieman who was present when the fish- 
ery question was referred to said: The sim- 
ple thing tor us to do is to stand where we now 
are, and to resist the demands ot the Canadians 
in every way. Where they encroach upon us 
we snould respond with retaliatory acts. Such 
a course would create ultimately a tendency 
to annexation in the maritime Canadian prov- 
inces. That would be of the greatest advan- 
tage tous. It would perfect our coast line, 
and would give us extraordinary advantages 
in the event ot possible trouble with European 
Powers. Halifax istoday a very important 
point. If England should have another war 
with this country it would bea centre for na- 
val supplies and headquarters. From it raids 
could be made upon ali the important points 
along our coast.“ 

Mr. Hlaine listened carefully to this state- 
ment, but expressed no opinion concerning it. 
He simply remarked: “1 don’t think any liv- 
ing man will ever see a war between the United 
States and Great Britian.“ 

Mr. Blaine was asked what he thought of the 
Cutting case. He had bhoved, be said, that the 
affair might have been arranged with less fric- 
tion. Mexico is most peaceably inclined to- 
wards this Government and is constantly seek- 
ing to promote her commercial relations with 
us. She is a constant suitor for favors from 
us. The position taken by the Mexican au- 
thorities that Mr. Cutting could be beld and tried 
in Mexico for au offense committed on American 
soil is of course wholly untenable. But he 
baa hoped that the surrender of Cutting could 
have been arranged througn the kindly offices 
of Minister Romero. In addition he said that 
be shou'd regard a war between the United 
States ad any American republic deplorable 
in the last degree. It would be a lasting in- 


‘jury to the development of our commercial 


interests on this continent. 

1 judged from what Mr. Blaine said in a 
general way that he regirds the Treasury 
management as the strongest feature of the 
new Administration. I am certain that he 
classes Mr. Manning s the ablest man in the 
Cabinet in a business and political way. But 
the policy of the Treasury is counteracted in 
bis judement by the action of the Democratic 
majority in the House. 

I asked bim what he thought about the pos- 
sibility of the Republicans carrying the next 
House. His impression is that it will be hard 
for the Republicans to elect a majority of 
their number so long as the South remains 
solid and can find in the North enough’ votes 
to contribute to belp them hold the Govern- 
ment. A Solid South, he says, means a great 
political power, and under the present system 
The 
Solid South will never be broken up so lone as 
the leading Democrats of the South think they 
can control the Nation ai Government. 

I asked Mr. Blaine about his Portland speech 
on the Irish question, which was cabied to 
London at the time and which attracted such 
widespread comment. 

He said he was altogether surprised by the 
impression which the speech seemed to make, 
for be bad given no attention to its prepara- 
tion. He bad received the invitation to at- 
tend the Portland meeting but a few days be- 
fore and had promised to say afew words. He 
expected to be present as a spectator, and 
when bis time came to say something which 
would be in harmony with the spirit of the 
meeting. Before going to Portiand he had re- 
freshed his memory touching some statistics 
of Ireland and had made no other preparation. 
There was no one more surprised than he at 
the importance apparently attached to the 
speech. The views were those which he had 
long held and had often maintained in Con- 
gressional discussion. | 

Mr. Blaine does not intend to go back to 
Washington this winter. He will remain at 
Augusta. He went to Washington a year ago 
last winter because it was necessary for him 
to consult the autborities in the Congsessiona! 
Library in completing important chapters of 
his book. I tried to get Mr. Blaine to discuss 
the campaign of 1888, but beyond the quota. 
tion given in the conversation above concern- 
ing the issues of that campaign he would not 


talk for publication. He spends bis time at | 


Bur Harbor in reading, driving, and visiting. 
There is a large cottage colony at Bar Harbor. 
His cottage is constantly besieged by political 
and fashionable caliers. Neariy every one is 
received either in the large central sitting- 
a upon the broad veranda which over- 
the pine forest and the blue sea below. 

Is Mr. Blaine a candidate? 

This is a question which is asked by nearly 
every Republican politician who comes to Bar 
Harbor, ana a good many bave a quiet way of 
dropping into this far-off corner for the pur- 
pose of talking with Mr. Biaine. There are no

ner. He takes a keener interest in politics at 
the present time than he ever bas. He asks 
more questions than be answers. To most of 
his visitors be is very non-committal so far as 
his personal views are concerned. His taking 
part in the canvass in Maine is considered by 
some as au Open and avowed candidacy. Yet 
a friend of his said to me only yesterday he 
could not have staid out of the campaign. 
He will be criticised for taking partin it. His 
motives will be ed as those of personal 
ambition, while if be should not take part in 
the campaign he would bave been crucified by 
his friends at home. Whether be remained 
silent or not be vould not escape criticism. 

No one who has taiked with Mr. Biaine’s 
friends throughout this State can Dave any 
doubt but that Mr. Blaine would be a cand:- 
date again if in 1888 he thinks the Republican 
party will have a good fiehting chance. He 
does not propose, his friends say, to lead a 
foriorn hope again. It is a fact that Mr. 
Blaine regarded the chances of the Republican 
party as very poor during the spring of 1884. 
He thought that the Republican party then 
contained within itself the elements of defeat. 
The situavon throughout the country, so far 
as it related to business, also conspired to aid 
in contributing to this defeat. Mr. Blaine was 
frequentiy heard to say up to within a month 
of the Chicago Convention that he thought the 
Kepubliean party would be defeated that year. 
Within a few days before the Chicago Conven- 
tion be said to acalier: Do you know that I 
am afraid of the Chicago Convention?’ What 
is it that you fear, was asked, the tide ap- 
pears to be running your way?’ Mr. Blaine 
replied: *“*My fear is that I will be nomi- 
uated.“ 

He then went on to explain that he thought 
then that the Republican party could not win, 
and for that reason be was not anxious to be 
its leader in the campaign. Yet when the 
nomination came to him he did not refuse it 
any more than he will refuse it probably if it 
is tendered him in 1888. He does not think 
that be was beaten fairly in the last campaign. 
He believes that his defeat then was the result 
of a series of accidents which could not have 
been foreseen and which in the ordinary course 
of events could not happen again iv acam- 
paign. His friends here all say that it he had 
gone back to Maine after tae Ohio campaign 
he would have been elected by a large ma- 
jority. Maine Republicans say that the 
natural tendency of Mr. Blame's mind now is 
to try it over again. He feels very much as 
a prize-fighter would feel who was making a 
good stand-up fight against a buriy antagonist 
and who shouid lose the contest by slipping 
upon a piece ot banana peel. The Repubiic- 
ans of Maine who make up Mr. Blaine's staf 
concede that the oid ticket cannot be renomi- 
nated. They do not question the sincerity 
of Gen. Logan's retusai to again take second 
place upon the ticket. They are looking in 
other directions for the second name. I have 
beard Allison of lowa mentioned as a possible 
combination with Mr. Biaine, and in the event 
of Mr. Blaine not securing the nomination I 
think bis strength would go to Allison. There 
is a very cordial feeling between Mr. Blaine 
and John Sherman. Col. Mouiton, John Sher- 
man's brother-in-law, who has been here for 
several days in ceqnsultation with Mr. Blaine, 
says that Sherman would not take second 
place on the ticket, and that Sherman is not a 
Presidential candidate. The Sbermans and 
Blaines are sociaily intimate. The members 
of the family visit back and forth. Miss 
Rachel Sherman, a daughter of the General 
and a niece of the Senator, is at present a 
guest of tne Biaines at Bar Harbor. 


„SPORT“ IN NEW YORK, 


A Pleasant Pastime That Affords Much 
Amusement to Certain Classes in the Cult- 
ured East. 

The sports of this city and West Troy, says a 
Schenectady correspondent of the New York 
Herald. whose favorit pastimes have generally 
been cocking mains and dog-fights, have de- 
vised a new way of torturing animals and win- 
ning money from one another. Last night, a 
little after 11 o'clock, about fifty of the sporting 
fraternity from here and West Troy assem- 
bled in a barn in the Town of Niska- 
yuna, pearly midway between the two. 
places. In the centre of the structure 
was a pit, rather deeper than acockpit. The 
inclosure was lined with tin. Each party 
brought with them a number of small wire 
cages, each of which contained a male rat. 
There were rats of all sizes and shades of 
color, and all kept up a continuous squealing. 
A low-browed, dark-visaged individual with a 
flerce mustache that was dyed a biue black 
said the animais were caught to order in T rey 
about the docks and in the sewers. They had 
been trained to fight and were given no food 
for several hours before the time when they 
were to fight, in order to make them more than 
ordinarily ferocious. 

Two dollars apiece was collected from the 
assembled sports by a red-headed man with 


one eye and a livid scar extending across his | 


face. Shurtly before midnight the doors were 


closed and all chinks were carefully plugged 
with paper, rags, bay, and anythmg else that 
was handy in order that no iight streaming 
through the crevices might attract unbidden 
guests. 

West Troy for the first battle produced a 
lean, bony rodent, which attempted to turn 
upon the man who held the cage and bite him 
as it was dropped into the pit. Schenectady 
threw a sieek, chubby, but none the less vicious 
looking rat into the pit. For a moment the 
animais glared at each other and theo they 
simultaneously made a spring for each other. 
Each fastened its fangs in the other's throat 
and both beid on like grim death. Over and 
over they rolied, never losing their hold, and 
meanwhile with their hind feet tearing great 
tufis of hair from each other's bide. After 
about five minutes had elapsed they suddenly 
lay still, and upon investigation it was found 
that both were dead. The first battie was de- 
clared a draw. 

West Troy next showed a grizzled veteran of 
prodigious size, whose fur was streaked with 
silver. Sehenectady showed a large dark gray, 
whose caudal appendage had evidently been 
curtailed in a previous engagement. The two 
did not pitch at each other at once. Schenec- 
tady kept the centre while West Troy circied 
cautiously around him. Suddenly West Troy 
made a leap for bis antagonist which the latter 
avoided by a rapid side movement, catching at 
the same time West ‘lroy’s left foreleg between 
his teeth and biting it off clean close to the 
body. West Troy, though badly crippled, kept 
up a hard struggie, but to no avail, and finally 
succumbed to a bite which Schenectady ap- 
plied just behind the shoulders. 

The third battle was tame. Both sides pro- 
duced middie weights. The Schenectady ani- 
mal showed an indisposition to fight from the 
first, and finally turned tail and ran away, 
windme up by giving a terrific leap, which car- 
ried it over the inclosure among the specta- 
tors, where it was auickly lost te view. ; 

The fourth battle wes the most tlercely con- 
tested of the main. Schenectady showed a 
featherweight, almost black, whiie West Troy 
brought a middleweight, also quite dark, to 
the front. The animals pitched into each other 
without any ado. As they came together 
Sohenectady gave vent to a piteous squeak, 
and as be staggered back it was seen that one 
eye was torn from its socket. West Troy 
dragged a broken leg after him. Only fora 
moment the. animais paused, and then they 
were at it again tooth and nail, scratching, 
biting, and rolling over and over until it was 
difficult to tell which was which. For fifteen 
minutes the struggle lasted, and then Schenec- - 
tady’s grip relaxed, he keeled over, quivered a 
rew times and was dead. West Troy, whose 
back was broken, attempted to drag himself 
away, but fell dead but afew feet away from 
the body of his antagonist. 

The main now stood two to one in favor of 
West Troy. with one battie a draw. It was 
agreed that it West Troy won the next battle 
it should decide the main. Both sides pro- 
duced heav-yweights. 
more active, but unfortunately miscalculated 
a leap at his antagonist and landed with a 
thud against the side of the inciosure, which 
stunned him for a moment and gave West 
Troy an Opportunity to fasten his fangs in 
Schenectady's neck. Schenectady squeaked - 
once or twice and died. This gave the main 
to West Troy. It was for $200 a:side and $25 
on each battle. A large amount of money 
wandered into the pockets of the West Troy 
men.

THE CAVE OF CALAVERAS. 


ONE OF THE GREAT NATURAL WON- 
DERS OF CALIFORNIA. 


A Series of Remarkable Underground For- 
mations—Newly-Discovered Rival of the 
Mammoth Cave onthe Western Coast— 
Chambers and Passages of Marvelous 
Beauty—Fairy Grottoes 150 Feet Be- 
neath the Surface-—Some Curious Phe- 
nomena of the Cavern. 

Letter in San Francisco Chronicle: After a 
walk of about half an hour over the hill at 
whose foot nestles the little country town of 
Murphy's Camp, we reach the entrance of the 
cavern, which is not, as may be supposed, in 
the side of the hill, but_ directly at our feet. 
And it may bere be mentioned that the whole 
cave tends downward in one precipitous de- 


scent. It is, so to speak, an immense staircase 


in which the dozen chambers simply take the 
places of landings on our downward journey, 
and are connected with each other by most 
dangerous passages, which were formerly ab- 
solutely impracticable save with ropes or lad- 
ders. And the chambers and passages are not 
hewn out of the solid rock, being simply im- 
mense clefts or spaces left beneath the titanic 
bowlders as they fell thunderingly upon each 
other when torn from the mountain side by 
some frightful convulsion in the dim ages of a 
distant past. Descending between immense 
bowlders by means of three Almost perpendic- 
ular flights of steep stairs, comprising in all 


some fifty feet, we enter the first chamber, one 


of the largest ot all. At the foot of the stairs 
yawns a dark cavity, through which a steep 
slide ot yielding earth leads own into the 
gathered gloom. The dismal depths to which 
it gives entry are never visited save by a very 
few adventurous souls and lovers of the mys- 
terious. 

But let us return to the firet chamber. It is 
800 feet long by 60 wide, and stretches off 
toward the east in darkness and gicom. Tne 
roof for many feet beyond the entrance is bung 
with immense pendants of gloomy moss, which 
suddenly give way to beautiful stalactites of 
the most curious forms, some of which will at- 
tract the eye at once from their extraordinary 
likeness to familiar objects. They vary from 
tiny needles but just born to masses like one 
vast Triton among the minnows, which de- 
penas trom the roof to the right ot the fourth 
flight of stairs, which is about two feet in di- 
ameter by eight long. But the southern wall 
is especially beautiful, nearly its whole length 
adorned with formations of the most diverse 
cbaracter, varying from thick massive roils, 
which flash as if studded with diamonds, 
to thin, wing-like curtains of a dull 
white, banging down the wall in 
stiliness. These last give forth 
the most beautiful tones when struck with 
a rod, far deeper and clearer than the notes of 
a Silver bell. At the bead of the fifth flignt 
stands a most singularly shaped stalagmite. 
Above this 1s a beautiful little grotto, which, 
though difficult of access, will well repay a 
giimpse. The right side of this grotto is 
bounded by a great white mass, foammg out, 
as it were, like a fall of foaming water, from 
the ceiling of the chamber, and streaming 
down the wall in folds of glistening stone. 
From the top of the fifth fligut a most singular 
contrast meets one’s eye. To the east is seen 
the interminable gioom of the first chamber, 
while the stairs descend at bis feet into a most 
beautiful grotto hung with stalactites of all 
Imaginable forms. Descending the stairs, 
which are bounded to the rigtt by an enor- 
mous bowlder covered with a rich, chocolate- 
colered formation, we stand before a gigantic 
stalagmite, some nine feet in bight, which is 
shaped exactly like a great demſohn, handle, 
nozzie, and ail; 

Hence descends a most wiild-looking and 
precipitous passage leading down some fifty 
feet into bowels of the earth. Its low en- 
trance is oyersbadowed by two of the most in- 
describabiy lovely objects—the Angel's Wings. 
These are the two immense sheets of stone, 
about eighty feet long by three wide, ofa 
creamy color, hanging in wavy folds from the 
stalactite-covered roof. And these folds, 
though the wings depend at an angie of abeut 
forty-five degrees, flow through their length in 
perfectiy natural position. This isa peculiarity 
to be observed in all other formations of the 
same character. The wings, as before men- 
tioned, are of a creamy color, but on holding a 
light behind the beautiful translucent 
sheets we see them to be tinged with red. 
Passing under the lovely object just 
described, pause to take a last view—a 
view which will never be forgotten. Hence 
down a most precipitous flight of steps, we 
enter the second chamber, about five feet 
high, at whose bottom the only footing besides 
the boarded way over which we pass is a tu- 
multuous mass of immense bowldera, thrown 
about in the utmost confusion. To the left of 
the stairs is an immense fall, much larger than 
that before mentioned, whose adamantine 
waters stream down into eight or nige separate 
rolls of stone, called the Organ Pipes, on which 
neariy a whole chord may be struck in notes 
of siivery melody. The walls of the Organ 
Loft are covered with the most fantastically 
shaped coral-lixe formations, which are sur- 
prisingly beautiful. In the wall to the right 
of the nintn fligbt of stairs is a tiny tittle 
grotto about a toot in diameter, whose bottom 
is covered with what seems to be a mass of 
small snakes, writhing about in sinuous folds. 

Descending from the Organ Loft by a flight of 
nearly perpendicular stairs, leading through a 


dangerous tunnel, the sides of which are cov- 


ered with beautiful formations, some convo- 
luted like immense e#helis and others hanging 
down in thick, tapestrr-like curtains, we enter 
another chamber—if chamber it may be called 
—whose floor, walls, and roof are formed simp- 
ly of gigantic bowiders, hurled about, above, 
and beneath us in most dreadful disorder. 
Here we pause to gaze up the Devii’s Cafion, a 
wiid-looking gorge filled with immense bowl 
ders, which stretches far up above us, and 
through whose dark depths we are startied to 
catch a gleam of light; for on our descent 
from the preceding vault.one of the guides has 
slipped aside and ligbted up an immense cham- 
ber across which the cafion makes its way. This 
chamber we will visit on our upward journey. 
Those mysterious forces which pass countless 
dark ages in performing their delicate work. 
amid the gloom of the lower realms, have put 
forth all their marvelous powers in beautify- 
ing the wall to the left of the pathway with 
etherealiy delicate tormations. The Flower 
Garden, as it is called, extends down the side 
of the passage nearly 100 feet, and is filled 
wita blossoms far more delicate than any to 
be found in the whole range of the vegetable 
kingdom. One may form some idea of their 
delicate beauty if he imagine each and every 
atom of water which has deen uudergoing 
these protean changes foran unknown period 
to bave been suddenly transformed into a 
snow crystal, and that these crystals, in ir 
expansion, bad been forced out of the rock 
into lovely blossoms, each covered with spines 
so delicate that they break at a touch. Al- 
though many of the blossoms are partly tinged 
with a rich dark brown, tneir inner depths 
gieam as purely white as driven snow. 

It is extremely to be desired that some 
mineralogist should examine these formations 
and make known their elements, which he 
could most probably do at a glance from the 
form of their erystallizations. 

It may seem trivial to devote as much space 
to these formations as to the seemingly more 
curious phenomena of the cavern, of which 
the most striking are yet to be visited; but a 
singte glance at the garden will serve as a 
pienary dispensation for these few lines. Cast- 
ing a lingering look behind at the blossoms of 
the Gnomes’ Garden we enter what may ecarce- 
ly be called a chamber, as it is simply an im- 
mense recess ieft beneath the colossal 
bowiders after their fall, which pend 
above us in most precarious-iooking positions. 
This chamber, into which opens tune 
tower-end of the Devil's Cafion, contains 
severai marvels. We first come upon 
an alban plusb of what seems to be absolutely 
spotiess, feathery snow, nestiing beneath the 
cool shade of the southern wali, but it is bard 
as marble to the touch. Mounting a large 
bowider beside the southern wall, which has 
hitherto continued in unbroken solidity from 
the first chamber to this, when it begins to 
break, we are overwhelmed with beauties. 
Elevating our candles, we can gaze up a vast 
crevice whence foams down a small cascade 
as in several other instances before described, 
but this one’s distinguishimg feature is that it 
has exactly the appearance of frosted silver, 
and is velvety to the touch. This is not always 


shown to visitors, who must not negiect to in- 


sist on aglimpse. To the leit of this wonder 
depend, side by side, from the low roof, the 
Lambrequins, which are about ten feet in 
length and whose lower edges are actually 
adorned with a beaded fringe most surpris- 
ingly perfect. 

Lescending the large bowlder, over which 
the Lambrequins nang in their beavy folds, and 
passing to the west through a very low, nar- 
row and tortuous passage covered with flower- 
like tracery, we stop to rest in the indescrib- 
ably beautiful Coral Grotto. This is no more 
than a cleft, though a gigantic one, extending 
far above us, and 
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as we crush them down. From the floor of the 
grotto a very narrow shaft leads down for 
some ten feet, when it suddenly opens out into 
a chamber about fifty feet every way. Thence 
is welling up a continuous d proving 
that the cavern does not end here. From 
the right side the Coral Grotto a 
very n entry opens into a tiny caver 
but a few feet in hight, which has been calied 
the Lovers’ Retreat, though an extremely 
prickly one, as not a vestige of the rock is to 
be seen save where its delicate covering has 
been trampled upon by-Puilistine treet. Gazing 
out dreamily through half-closed eyes we may 
easily imagine ourselves in some ocean grotto, 
and involuntarily listen for the echo of a 
mermaid’s silvery laugh and the soft sough of 


the murmuring sea. That we may not spend 


more time in this lovely solitude—and what 
more perfect solitude can be fancied like that 
of a fairy grotto 150 feet below the surface of 
mother earth?—we pass out of the Cori Grotto 
and through a chamber, one side of which is 
entirely covered by an immense chocolate- 
colored fail, and enter a large crypt called the 
Crystal Chamber, thoug’ inaptiy, as it by 
no means glitters, though its curious knobby 
formations are well worth a glimpse. 
Ascending along several flights of stairs, 
through crypts covered with the most varied 
formations, we enter a very large chamber, 
most unfortunately named the Barroom, 


from a fact perfectly obvious to all thirsty’ 


visitors. Crossing the Devil's Cafion, which 
extends across the chamber and far beyond, 
we pause to look at a great frozen fall, owing 
down from a source hidden in the mysterious 
gloom above. This is the most beautiful fall 
in the cavern, both on account of ite size and 
its pure color of unspotted white. To the 
right of the ascending stairs there hangs what 
appears to be a very large piece of white 
crape, about tive feet long by two wide, 
fluttering down on tumbling folds from 
spotiess roof of the passage. This 
far surpasses the Angel's Wings in its 
purity of color, for not the strongest light beid 
bebind it betrays one stain on the whiteness of 
ite pellucid depths. airy grace of the 
Week's Wasning, as it has been prosaically 
but aptly named, is indescribable, and we al- 
most expect that it might be wafted upto the 
ceiling with a powerful biow, but when sound- 
ed it trilis forth musicai sounds rich as the 
notes of a golden beil. Passing along a nar- 
row footway, which spans dangerous-looking 
depths, we stand beiow what is kuown as the 
dome, or belfry, down which Mr. Mercer ter- 
minated an exploring expedition with a fall of 
fifty feet. The belfry, some fifty feet in diam- 
eter, extends upward to a hight of about fifty 
feet, and the upward vista—if so it may be 
called—is a remarkable one, especially to those 
who have always lagged behind from weart- 
ness or wonder, and can see the long proces- 
sion winding up above them among the twink- 
ling lights. Its top is some thirty feet from 
the surface, and at or near this point bas been 
sunk a shaft, up which we make our exit, 
thirty feet to the left of our point of ingress, 
having made an almost complete circie in our 
winding way below. 


IN STEEL casks. 


An Invention by Which Refrigerator-Cars 
May Be Dispensed With. 

A Pittsburg Commercial-Gazelte: Some inter- 
esting experiments have just been concluded 
by Mr. Jacob Reese of this city. He is so 
well known that the inventors of all nations 
send him accounts of their wonderful things. 
Some correspondence from Hamburg, Ger- 
many, set him to experimenting on a new 
process for preserving food discovered by Au- 
gust R. Roosen of that city. After a month 
or more spent in tests and trials be yesterday 
announced to a Commercial-Gazette reporter: 

It will cause a boom in the Pittsburg steel 
busiress!’’ 

“Why, how will the preservation of foods do 
that? asked the writer, struck with the nor- 
elty of the statement. 

** Weill, you know that in the old system of 
preserving food,” he said, it had to be kept 
in a cool place, or at least the temperature had 
to ve kept below a certain degree. Por this 
reason the pork and cattle killing and ship- 
ping of fresh meat had to be done in the win- 
ter season, and if fresh meat was shipped in 


this zone during the summer it had to be done 


in refrigerating cars or vessels. And so with 
the shipments of fresh fruit during the sum- 
mer, it is mostly done in cars especiaily pre- 
pared for the purpose, in order to keep the 
contents at a comparatively low temperature. 

„By the Roosen system it matters not whet 
the temperature is, so that it is not high 
enough to cook the food while in transit. The 
Roosen system of preserving food is very sim- 
pie and ine sive and consists in placing the 
food to be p rved in an innocuous antisep- 
tic solution and submitting it to continuous 
pressure until required for use. The pressure 
found to be most effective is eighty pounds 
to the square inch, and to secure this pressure 
steel casks are required. When the food is 
ready to be packed for preservation it 
is put into the steel cask, and then 
the bung is screwed on air-tight. In this 
bung there are two small holes; he attaches 
one of these holes to a force-pump, the other 
hole is attached to a pressure-vaive, The force- 
pump is also attached toatank which con- 
tains the imnocuous antiseptic solution, the 
pump is set to work, and the solution is pumped 
from the tank into the barrel untii it is filled. 
As the solution is pumped in the air flows out 
at the pressure-valve, and when the air is all 
driven out and the fluid is forced into a press- 
ure of eighty pounds to the inch the two 
holes are closed and the barrel is ready tor 
shipment in any direction without regard to 
the temperature. 

“The innocuous antiseptic used is composed 
of 97 per cent of good fresh water and 8 per 
cent of boracic acid, tartaric acid, and salt in 
certain proportions. When fruit or meat is so 
inclosed in this solution the process of putre- 
factiop is arrested, and the germ of any putre- 
faction or other bacteria which may have been 
present in the fruit or in the blood, body, or 
viscera of the fish or meat is destroyed. The 
innocuous antiseptic is by the pressure driven 
into the fruit, tish, or meat, and by this inbib- 
itory action all oxidation which produces bac- 
teria is prevented and the further development 
of putrefaction is avoided. It imparts no taste 
whatever to the food, 

Fresh fruits have been packed in this man- 
ner in South America, and when opened in 
France have been found to uave preserved its 
color, density, iustre, and luscious juices most 
perfectly, without any sign of decay, Fresh 
meat has been packed in this antiseptic and 
shipped from Chicago to England, and when 
opened was found as fresh as when killed. But 
the most severe test of all bas been in shipping 
fresh fish during the summer season. Fresh fish 
have been thus shipped from Norway to Lon- 
aon and Paris, and from Shetland to Glasgow, 
Scotiand, and from Montrose to England. In 
the latter case the cask was seventeen days on 
the way, and was opened in the vresenceof Sir 
W. Guyer Hunter, Dr. Day, Col. Francis Bol- 
ton, Sir J. W. Reed, and others, who testify 
that the fish were as fresh as when caught.

they say that the flavor of the fish was full and

we may have siiced tomatoes for breakfast 


and fresh fruit for dinner every day in the
